A Chilli, Stolen Twentyfive Years A(jo,

ltecoverel.
The following strange glory was published In

the Galveston (Texas) liuhetm:
Oue "vf tbe strangest incidents of domestlo

life that ever came under oar notice oooarred
on Tuesday of tho preseut week. Tlio story la
tbns told: Mrs. Bowes la a widow of forty-on- e

years old, whoce iiusband died last year of the
yellow fever. Thirty ycaisago, belDg then only
eleven years old, und a resident of Comanche
conniy, Alabama, her eldest sister married and
removed to another portion of the same State.
This marriage was unhappy. Xne husband was
unkind. The only child of Ibis marriage was a
daughter, who was stolen from school, and
seems to have been reared In almost total
Ignorance of ber family. All that we know
of the child is that she Is now a lady of
twenty-nin- e years, and resides in her native
Htate. About a year since Jadge Dean, of
Baits. Bean & Watson, received a letter from
this lady, saying that she believed her aunt
resided in Ualveston, aud that she desired to
know of her whereabouts. After Inquiring, he
found the missing aunt to bo Mrs. Bowen. The
ladies were put in communication, and the one
in AiaDaua assured mat ner inoiaer, iruiu
whom she had been stolen, was dead. Thus
matters rested until last Tuesday, when a
Mrs. Martin, at the suggestion of a mutual
friend, was Introduced to rmd visited Mrs.
Bowen. During tbe conversation that followed
It became plain that they were sisters, and that
Mrs. Martin Was the mother of the Alabama
lpay who was stolen iwenty-flv- e years since.
Thus the two met and were recognised after
an abeenoe of thirty years, with never a straw-
berry mark on the left arm of either. One
Bister has been a resident of Ualveston fourteen
years aud the other eight. Both are happy in
tbe meeting and in the prospect of soon see-
ing the daughter of one and the niece of the
other."
